Plight of Mrs. J. Trantman 
Shocks Battery Dan Finn, 
Magistrate; No Woman 
Safe in City, Moral.

Jeanne Trautman, wife of Dr. 
Trautman, was exonerated in seh adiardins 
Market police court today of the charge made 
against her by Peter J. Hogan, the $12 a 
week clerk, Who accused Mrs. Trautman of 
robbing him in a hallway. 

In discharging Mrs. Trautman, Magistrate 
Finn—*‘ Battery Dan "’—declared “a grave 
and irreparable injustice"’ had been done 
her through the stupidity of an irrespon- 
sible youth. 

The case hae attracted wide attention be- 
cause of the social prominence of Mrs. Traut - 
man, and as showing the indignities to which 
an innocent woman. may be subjected by the 
police in New York on the flimsy accusation 
of any person. 


Her Plight a Station Joke. 

Mrs. Trautman was looking at the y 
in a jeweler’e window Monday night, 
Hogan seized her and calied for the police. 
To an officer he said he recognized Mrs. 
Trautman as the woman who had lured him 
into a hallway on Fifth avenue Saturday 
night and had taken $13 from his pocket. 

Mrs. Trautman gave her name and her 
bhusband’s address, and protested that a 
mistake had been made. She was taken to 
@ police) station, where her plight was treat- 
ed as a joke. ,She was refused permission 
to communicate with her husband and 
friends, and was tirown into a cell filled 
with dissolute women. Hours later she was 
allowed to communicate with friends, who 
procured her release on ball. 

After his. wife’s honorable discharge coun- 
sel for Dr. Trautman hinted that some ac- 
tion might be taken against the city for the 
manner in which the police treated Mrs. 


Trautman. 


Crowd Besieges Gourtroom. 

When the case was called for ‘hearing 
today a great crowd was gathered about the 
courtroom. Inside the court the crush was 
sO great that Magistrate Finn decided to 
hear the case in his private examination 
room. 

The clerk, Hogan, was the first to arrive, 
accompanied by his counsel, Jeremiah 
O'Leary. So many friends of the Traut- 
mans seemed desirous of personally int 
viewing the clerk that the police bid. 
away in the reporters’ room. 

Mrs. Trautman, who is @ decided brunétte, 


tall and of fine appearance, arrived « few" 


minutes later, aceompanied by her husband 
and three attorneys—ex-Agssistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel ‘Robert Wensley, Thomas F. 
Gilroy, and Prof. George Cahn of the Yale 
University Law school. 

Hogan was the first witness. He is a puny 
man and wears thick lensed spectacies. Ags 
he gave his evidence Dr. Trautman stood 
alongside and towered over him. Hogan did 
not impress “Battery Dan’ favorably. 
His answers to the magistrate’s questions 
were sometimes pitiable. 


Hogan’s Story Angers Magistrate. 

Hogan was said to be walking down Fifth 
avenue Saturday night about 11 o'clock and 
was accosted by a woman near Thirty-sev- 
enth street. 

“ She asked me to take her to some hotel,” 
said Hogan. ‘‘ I refused and asked her where 
she lived. She said on Lexington avenue. It 
was windy and cold and she suggested we 
stand out of the gale for a moment. We 
walked to a sheltered spot and the woman 
became affectionate and threw her arms 
about me. While she was embracing me I 
felt her hand in my pocket, but reached 
down just in time to keep my purse from 
leaving my clothes. This convinced me I 
was being robbed, and I swung myself free.” 

Hogan says he then walked with the woman 
several blocks and left her. He did not dis- 
cover the loss of his money until Monday 
night. 

Hogan said he spent Sunday morning at 
the railroad branch of the Y. M. C. A. on 
Madison avenue and in the afternoon attend- 
ed a theater. Magistrate Finn expressed 
surprise that a man should go from the Y. M. 
C. A. toa theater on Sunday. He asked the 
name of the playhouse. 

“The Dewey,” replied the witness, “ but it 
was not the dancing gtrl type of show, it was 
more like a concert.” 

Hogan says he spent the evening in the 
West Twenty-third street branch Y. M.C. A. 
writing. 

‘What did you write about, lax morals 
on Fifth avenue?’ asked the magistrate with 


a grin. 
**No,”’ answered Hogan, blushing. 


Weird Yarn of Pocket Picking. 

When he first discovered his lose Hogan 
visited the Y. M. C. A. buildings. When 
asked why he did that he replied that a 
person never could be too sure about a thing.” 

“Te this the woman that robbed you?” 
asked Battery Dan, arising from his chair 
and indicating Mrs. Trautman. 

“ Positive,"" Hogan eaid. 

“Just now you said a person never could 
be sure.”’ 

“T am now,” Hogan mumbled. 

Magistrate Finn appeared out of patience 
with the man’s statements, and became more 
so when the details of the pocket picking 
were described by the witness. The magis- 
trate said it wae utterly impossible to re- 
move money in the way the witness stated. 

“If there is a pickpocket in the room I wish 
he would step up and show us how this 
miracle may be performed,” said Magistrate 
Finn. | 
No person moved: Hogan said his salary 
as a clerk was $12 a week. He failed to 
identify Night Secretary Ludden of the West 
Twenty-third street Y. M.C. A. 

‘“ Still, you saw Ludden in the bright light, 
while you say the defendant was inthe dark; 
you can identify the former but not the lat- 
ter,” remarked Lawyer Gilroy. 

Hogan did not volunteer to explain. He 
was then told about his causing Mrs. Traut- 
man’s arrest Monday night. 

“Didn't you say you would punch her 
eyes out if she tried to get away?" asked Mr. 
Wensley. 

“No, I said, ‘Black her eyes,’ I think,” 
Hogan answered.

PICK JAIL LOCK TO LYNCH, 


Colorado Mob Avenges. Murdered 
Farmer Without Making Fuss. 


IS A NOISELESS TRAGEDY. 


Second Attempt to Get Prisoner in Las 
Animas Prison Proves Successful. 


Las Animas, Colo., Dec, 27.—[Special. ]— 
Lars Leberg, the tramp who on Tuesday mur- 
dered Henry Lavenmeyer, a farmer, was 
taken from the jail here tonight and lynched. 

A desperate attempt to storm the jail and 
lynch the murderer was made last night, but 
failed. The mob then dispersed and it was 
believed no further attempt would be made. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock tonight, however, 
forty masked men gathered near the jail. 
Proceeding quietly the mob went to the jail. 
The lock of the great steel door was picked, 
no noise being made. 


Mob Works with Quietness. 

The mob then entered the jail and over- 
powered, bound, and gagged the sheriff and 
guards. Lese than half an hour after the mob 
gathered the murderer was awakened from 
sleep in his cell and ordered to dress. 

Leberg Offered no resistance. He walked 
quietly with the mob to the railroad track 
150 yards from the jail, waiting quietly until 
a rope was flung over the arm of a telegraph 
pole. Then he was hangea 

Scarcely a word was uttered from begin- 
ning to end. While the lynching wae in 
progress members of the mob werestationed 
as guards all about. When it was over the 
lynchers quietly dispersed 

Victim’s Crime Most Brutal. 

The crime for which Leberg thus died was 
one of almost incredible brutality. Tuesday 
night he set fire to a haystack belonging to 
Lavenmeyer, thinking it belonged to a farm- 
er named Purvis, against whom he had a 
grudge. The fire attracted Lavenmeyer, 
who took Leberg into custody, allowing him 
to ride behind him on his horse. 

When Lavenmeyer dismounted to open the 
gate at the road entering his ranch, Leberg 
struck him on the head with a hammer 
which he found tied to Lavenmeyer’s sad- 
dle. The latter fell, stunned, and Leberg 
beat him over the head until he became tired. 
The tramp left his vittim lying in the road 
and went back to his camp at tbe river side. 
He returned soon after, and with a pocket 
knife he cut Lavenmeyer’s throat and at- 
tempted to scalp him. When captured he 
boasted of his crime.

||MAYOR DUNNE 


Advocates of the Extension of 
Municipal Suffrage Are 
Outnumbered. 


At the future election In which the voters 
of Chicago will have submitted to them the 
gharter legisiation passed by the next gen- 
eral assembly the voters also will decide 
whether they will have saloons open on Sun- 
day with the consent of law or whether they 
will have them closed—this providing the 
legislature will agree to the course decided 
on by the charter convention yesterday. 

The delegates agreed unanimously not to 
incorporate the Sunday saloon issue in the 
chatter, but to submit @ separate bill to 
the legislature providing that the city coun- 
cil shall have the authority to legisiate on 
such questions as the Sunday saloon and 
the sale of Nquor by societies. 

With this point decided, and with the de- 
cision reached on suffrage—which is not 
to extend it to women—the convention is 
about at the end of its preliminary work. 
The session today should wind up the odds 
and ends. 

Compromise Agreed Upon. 

It was recognized that the suffrage ques- 

tion was one which had to be talked out, and 
that some method of avoiding trouble for 
the charter on the saloon issue had to be 
devised. Ald. Frank I. Bennett found the 
way out of the latter difficulty by offering a 
resolution providing for the submission of 
the issue in a separate bill. 
- It was explained that an unfair burdes 
would be put on the charter if it included a 
section dealing with Sunday saloons. If the 
section were drafted to please the United 
Societies it was sure to be fought by the citi- 
zens who are opposed to local legislation 
which will nullify the state Sunday closing 
law. ~ 

If it were drafted to please these citizens 
it would provoke the antagonism of the 
United Societies, and in either case the char- 
ter itself would be endangered. 

The solution offered was acceptable to the 
delegates who are inclined to favor the 
United Societies. That organization had a 
lobby present, and its representatives were 
in almost constant communication with 
members of the convention during debate. 

The only point they raised was one relating 
to the legality of offering two separate bills 
for charter legislation, and this question was 
anewered by Representative Shanahan, who 
called to their attention the fact that this is 
precisely the procedure already adopted by 
the legislature. The voters in the fall of 
1905 adopted two charter acts—the municipal 
court act and the charter act increasing the 
mayor's term of office. 

Alexander H. Revell made the longest and 
most formal argument in favor of a “ liberal 
Sunday,’ he having prepared an address on 
the question, which he read. 


Suffrage Debate Lengthy. 

The suffrage proposition required longer 
time for discussion than was taken by the 
Sunday saloon issue. The origina! draft of 
direct and alternative propositions contained 
a section providing that the charter should 
contain no provision extending municipal 
suffrage to women. 

George E. Cole offered an amendment to 
this to have it read that the charter should 
extend municipal suffrage to women. With 
the question in this shape the Rev. R. A. 
White argued at length for the extension. 
He was supported, by Louls F. Post and 
Prof. Graham Taylor.

BOOST IN PRICE OF BEER 
ADMITTED BY BREWERS’ HEAD. 


President Lieber Declines to Say When 
Advance Will Be Made—Distillers 
Discuss Denatured Alcohol. 


That the price of beer—at least wholesale— 
is soon to be raised practically was admitted 
by Albert Lieber of Indianapolis, president 
of the Western Brewers’ association after a 
meeting of that body yesterday held at the 
Auditorium to consider prices, cost of ma- 
terials, and compliance with new laws. 

Mr. Lieber would not say when the ad- 
vance is to be made nor give any informa- 
tlom as to the percentage of increase over 
present prices. 

Besides local brewers, others from Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Cleveland, and 
Springfield, ll. attended the meeting. 

The American Distilling company held an 
executive session at the Pacific hotel in the 
afternoon to discuss the manufacture of de- 
natured alcohol as prescribed in the federa} 
law, which becomes effective Feb. 1, 1907. 

President Samuel Woolner of Peoria said 
the new law likely would prove beneficial to 
the consumer where light was desired. but 
he did not believe it would benefit power 
operations to any extent. He thought a 
great deal of the new article would be used 
after the distilleries had perfected a means 
of production at a minimum cost. 

The cost of producing the denatured arti- 
cle was the main point discussed. 


GOES AFTER TWO RAILROADS. 


Chicago and Northwestern and Wabash

MORE REBUFFS FOR ‘CZAR 


COURT REFUSES TO HEAR CON- 
CLUSION OF SHEA DEFENSE. 


Evidence of Garment Workers’ Strike 
Denied Jurors” Ears — Secretary 
Nockels Not Permitted to Answer 
Questions of Attorney=s—Records of 
Federation of Labor Ruled Out— 
City Electrician Calk Truce in Tel- 
ephone Strike. ' 


The stenographic report of yesterday's 
session of the Shea conspiracy trial is but a 
record of repeated setbacks for the defense. 
Every effort on the part of the attorneys for 
“Czar” Shea to get evidence before the 
jurors that might have been expected to 
bias them in favor of the defendants met 
with failure, and the day's hearing ended 
without any portion of the evidence of the de- 
fense being heard. 

Judge Ball ruled that the purpose of the 
hearing was not to try the merits of the 
garment workers’ strike. He said the rec- 
ords of the federation of labor could not be 
admitted as evidence. He ruled that the 
stories of the éfforts of the strikers to bring 
about peace should not be told. 

These rulings upset the plans of the de- 
fense, as it had been planned to controvert 
the charge of conspiracy mainly by introduc- 
ing evidence showing that Shea and the 
strike leaders had made repeated efforts to 
obtain peace by arbitration. 


Dold Not Allowed to Talk. 

Although former President Charles Dold 
of the federation of labor was on the wit- 
ness stand fer nearly two hours, he did not 
answer a question. Secretary Edward Nock- 
els was on the stand half an hour and all that 
he was permitted to tell was his name, age, 
and address. Everything else was ruled out. 

During all of the arguments the jurors 
were excluded from the courtroom and were 
not permitted to return until shortly after 4 
p. m. Then Secretary Nockels was ques- 
tioned. 

Shea's attorneys for the defense expected 
to show by the books of the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor thata secret vote, upon which 
the great teamsters’ strike was called, was 
had two weeks before the alleged bribe which 
is credited with bringing about the strike, 
was given. Attorney Cruice, representing 
Shea, asked that his tender of the witness to 
prove these assertions be read into the rec- 
ords in order to be used when the case goes to 
a higher court, as it is promised it will. This 
was done. 


City Stops Telephone Trouble. 

Meanwhile, the city stepped in and, for a 
time at least, settled the difficulties that have 
prevented the, 500 telephone subscribers in 
the New York Live Insurance builaing from 
having telephone service for two weeks. The 
Chicago Telephone company’s striking line- 
men refused to repair the wires that were 
burned out in the fire of two weeks ago, and 
building trades employés who were doing 
repair work in the building refused to re- 
main there if nonunion men did the work. 

An appeal was made to City Electrician 
Carroll by the occupants of the building. 
He immediately took the matter up with 
the strikers with the result that the linemen 
agreed to do the work under his direction. 
It was a victory for the city electrician, who 
declared that he would make a specialty of 
settling labor disputes in the future. 


WILL ATTACK COOLEY’S PLAN. 


Federationists to Oppose Nominations 
Recommended for Three Addition- 
al District Superintendents. 


The question of appointing the three addi- 
tional superintendents recommended by 
Supt. Cooley will be taken up for discussion 
at the meeting of the school management 
committee today. The federationists on the 
committee probably will make a strong fight 
against the appointment of the persons 
recommended by Supt. Cooley, as that would 
give him practical control of the teaching 
force, the three present district superinten- 
dents being Cooley appointees. Mr. Cooley 
will return from Springfield to defend his 
proposition. 

Trustee Wiley W. Mills declared he would 
fight the proposition on the ground that Supt. 
Cooley failed to consult the board members 
before submitting the names. 

Another matter to be taken up is the de- 
mand of the teachers’ federation for an in- 
vestigation of the charges. made in a recent 
speech by Trustee R. A. White that the 
federation is using “‘ intimidation tactics ” in 
its campaign for members.

LIBERAL PENSION SYSTEM 
FOR SANTA FE EMPLOYES. 


Commencing Jan. 1 Old and Faithful 
Employes Will Receive $20 to $50 
Monthly on Retirement. 


President E. P. Ripley of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa F6 railroad yesterday an- 
nounced the inauguration of a pengion sys- 
tem Jan. 1 which he believes to be more’ lib- 
eral than any now in force for recognizing 


The system is to be managed by a ‘** board of 
pensions,”” to be composed of five officers 
or employés of the company, to be appointed 
by the president and to act during his 
pleasure. 

This board may authorize the payment of 
a monthly pension to any retired officer or 
employé who shall have been continuously 
in the service of the company during fifteen 
years or more next preceding the date of his 
retirement, and who at the time of his re- 
tirement shall have reached the age of 65 
years, or who for any cause incident to his 
employment shall have become permanently 
incapacitated for the performance of the 
service in which he is engaged and who can- 
not be transferred to other work which he 
is able to perform. 

No pension is to be allowed to officers or 
employés who shall have made or enforced 
any claims for damages against the com- 
pany by reason of any injury or accident 
within three years prior to retirement. 

The pensions will be calculated on the basis 
of salary and time of service, but a minimum 
of $20 is fixed, and ordinarily a maximum of 
$75 will be the rule, although in exceptional 
cases the board and president may increase 
the amount not exceeding 25 per cent. Under 
the regular rule employés will recelve for 
each year of service an allowance of 1% per 
cent of the first $50 of the highest average 
monthly pay during any consecutive ten 
years, and in addition three-quarters of 1 per 
cent of any excess of such highest average 
monthly pay over $50, 


ICE TRUST ISSUES NEW “BID,” 


Stockholders in Knickerbocker Com- 
pany Given Reminder to Trade for 
Shares in Western Concern. 


Stockholders in fhe Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany who have been reluctant to exchange 
their securities for stock in the Western Ice 
company yesterday received a second in- 
vitation to ** get In.”’ 

Meanwhile, it became known that every 
share of-Knickerbocker stock which is ex- 
changed for Western becomes mortgaged to 
the Hudson Trust company of New York and 
Orlando F. Thomas, as trustees, who will 
hold them as securities for bonds to be issued 
by the Western Ice company. The amount 
of these bonds, according to Thomas, is to 
be $5,500,000.

Supt. Claude U. Stone of Peoria county 
said he hoped an effort would not be 
made to secure the association’s indorsement 
of the measure just before adjournment, with 
only thirty or forty members in the hall. 
President David Felmley of the state Nor- 
mal school and a member of the commission 
that framed the bill, sprang to his feet. He 
said he resented the imputation made by 
Supt.

He scored those members who 
are not interested enough in the work of the 
association to remain until adjournment, and 
concluded by vigorously defending the pro- 
posed law, which, he said, would put every 
school teacher in the etate on an equal foot- 
ing and would have the immediate effect of 
making all certificates uniform. 

** There are in Illinois today,” he said, 
“hundreds of teachers who never passed an 
examination anywhere.” 

This charge brought on a bitter argument 
between President Felmley and the county 
superintendents, and when the atmosphere 
cleared Supt. I. F. Edwards of Dixon was in 
the midst of an expression of opinion regard- 
ing the merits of the bill. 


Calls Bill an Insult. 

“I want to say,” he shouted, “that this 
bill is an insult to every county’ stiperin- 
tendent in the state, and I have reason to 
believe that no sensible law making body 
ever will pass it. The people elect the county 
superintendent, and if he does ‘not do his 
duty the people will findit out. This bill fe 
knocking the feet out from under every one 
of us. I am ready and willing to stand up 
there at that table and tear into threads 
every argument made in favor of it. No 
sane argument can be made in support of it.”’ 

The question then was dropped and to- 
night the county superintendents are out 
working to get control of the vote of the 
convention to prevent the indorsement of the 
bill by the association as a whole tomorrow. 

The association has been quick to grasp at 
the plan outlined by Gov. Deneen calling 
for the appointment by the general assembly 
of a commission of experts to codify the state 
school laws and to study the best schools of 
the new and old world with a view of perfect- 
ing the public school system of Illinois. 

The committee on resolutions of the asso- 
ciation in secret session tonight Grafted a 
resolution calling on the general assembly 
to put Gov. Deneen’s plan into effect. 

In an interview S. B. Hursh of Macomb, 
chairman of the resolutions committee, indi- 
cated that the association will center all its 
etrength on this resolution; that all other 
movements will be abandoned in the hope 
of making an undivided stand for one thing 
which will bear legislative fruit. 


No Basketball for Girls. 
Basketball no longer will be played by the 
public high school girl if the action of the 
athletic section of the association is obeyed. 
At the afternoon session this section of the 
association, by unanimous vote, adopted a 
resolution disapproving of the playing of 
the basketball games by girls “ where the 
game is in the nature of a contest or for a 
prize.” 

At a meeting of the high school section 
Prof. George A. Coe of Northwestern uni- 
versity advocated giving instruction in eth- 
ics in the high schools by using as models 
the lives of different characters of history. 
He said the code of ethics should be added 
to the curriculum even though it be neces- 
sary to drop some other subject. He would 
use the biographies of famous men and 
women as a basis for the instruction in the 
place of text Books. After outlining his plan 
Prof. Coe took up his scheme in detail. 

“In the student's first year.”” he urged, 
“let the teacher select a character iNustra- 
tive of heroism as manifested in endurance, 
courage, energy, and skill, using the duties 
of the pioneers, explorers, and military and 
naval heroes as our models. 


type of heroismm—heroism as manifested by 
fidelity to friends, loyalty to principle, and 
what may be called the romantic side of 
moral courage. 

“In the third year examples of moral 
greatness in the form of true patriotism 
would be used, and in the fourth year great- 
ness in the form of social service would be 
the accepted medium of instruction, 


Praises Race Suicide. 

At the meeting of the child study section 
Supt.

The action was taken on the writ of ne 
exeat which Judge Landis issued last Thurs- 
day, calling for $25,000 bonds to hold Atkin- 
son in the jurisdiction of the federal court. 
Since that time Atkinson has been in the 
custody, day and night, of Deputy Marshal 


Wainwright. 

After a hearing before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Wean in the morning, in which Atkin- 
son broke down and plead pitifully for more 
time to ‘explain,’ Marshal Hoy and At- 
torney Jacob Ringer, acting for the receiver, 
held a conference and upon the advice of 
rt Landis decided to take Atkinson to 

f 
The anxiety of the depositors had a good 
deal to do with this.

Depositors Insistent in Demand.

Broker Tells of “Wash” Sales. 


Fleeced depositors crowded the courtroom 
when the examination wascontinued. B. I.- 
Rosenfeld, president of Kupel & Co., auto- 
mobile manufacturers, was the first witness. 
He told of his efforts in *‘ exploiting’’ the 
stock of the Waukesha Water company for 
Atkinson. The feature of his efforts was 
“ wash ” sales, which consisted of the buy- 
ing and selling of the stock by the actual 
owners in order to increase the “ value” of 
the shares. A Pittsburg firm of brokers, 
Sully, Painter, Beach & McCutcheon, it was 
alleged, handled the eastern interests fort 
Atkinson. 

It was brought out that on the gross amount 
of the sales and purchases Rosenfeld’s com 
mission amounted to 5 per cent. ; 

“ Thac is preposterous,” said Mr. Ringer. 
“ Who fixed this commission?’’. Mr. Rosen- 
feld admitted that he fixed it himself. 

“ The fixed fee of the \New York stock ex- 
change is only. % of 1 per cent,”’ said Mr. 
Ringer. E.'s 

The entire, amount involved in these wash 
sales was $145,000. Mr. Ringer tried to.find 
out how much of this money Rosenfeld held, 
but was unsuccessful.

If 
I am given time I will be able to settle with 
every depositor. Do you think you are treat- 
ing me fairly? I have been pictured as a 
monster of iniquity, as a man with neither 
soul nor conscience. I have been condemned 
before I have had a fair hearing.

Allow this to go over a 
few days. You can gain nothing by drag- 
ging me into the mire, and I have every in- 
tention of being frank and honest with you.” 

*T have no intention of torturing you,’’ 
said Mr.. Ringer. “ You have acted, since 
this trial began, like an honest man, but you 
are reluctant to give information that we 
must have. I will agree to adjourn until 
next Monday to give you time to fix your 
affairs.”

ONE VOTE SAVES POLICEMAN 
FROM MURDER INDICTMENT. 


Grand J ury Decides by Narrow Margin 


to Hold McElligott for Lesser Of- 
fense. 


Although indicted yesterday on a charge 
of assault with intent to do bodily injury, 
Policeman Lawrence McElligott has much 
to be thankful for. But one vote was needed 
to make the count against the policeman: 
murder instead of the comparatively minor 
charge returned. 

After several witnesses had been examined

Michael Reese Institution to 
Be Debt Free; All is Sub- 
scribed but $70,000. 


NO NEED OF BOND ISSUE. 


Work on Structure Progressing 
Rapidly and Completion Is 
Expected April 1. 


The huge project of building the new 
Michael Reese hospital, planned to be the 
finest in Chicago, is nearing final accomplish- 
ment, with the expenditure of a sum almost 
double that originally subscribed for the 
purpose. 
Indicative of the generosity of the United 
Hebrew Charities and the wealthy Jews of 
Chicago is the fact that when it had been 
found necessary to spend $700,000 inetéad of 
$400,000, the amount originally subscribed, 
the additional expenditure found approval, 
and Wednesday night at the Standard club 
it was announced that $280,000 already has 
been subscribed to cover the $300,000 deficit. 

The subscribing of this big sum practically 
convinced the building committee that a pro- 
posed issue of bonds to the amount of $300,000 
is unnecessary inasmuch aa it is believed that 
the amount necessary to complete the pulld- 
ing by April 1 free of debt can be raised by 
voluntary subscription. 

The building committee Wants the building 
to be as thoroughly finished and equipped as 
it is possible to make it, and it is declared 
that among the subscribers there is practical- 
ly a unanimous feeling that there should be 
no incumbrance upon the property.

To these men is due the fact that nothing 
has been spared to meet every requirement 
for the hospital which developed as the work 
progressed, even to the extent of exceeding 
the original fund of $300,00N. 

“ There were some persons who thought 
the additional money should not have been 
spent, and who have criticised us, but every- 
body who understands the work of the com- 
mittee is thoroughly in accord with the ac- 
tion of the committee,” said Mr. Rosenwald 
yesterday. ‘*'The additional $230,000 that 
has been subscribed is contingent upon our 
obtaining the full amount necessary. At 
this time I do not feel like discussing the 
matter at length.”’ 

Went Ahead with Work. 

“The situation is just this,’’ said Moses 
E. Greenebaum, the vice chairman. “ The 
original amount subscribed was $400,000. 
As we went on with the work we found that 
$550,000 and finally $700,000 would be neces- 
sary to get the most modern fireproof hos- 
pital possible. 

“Instead of stopping for want of the 
$300,000 we went ahead, and thought we 
would attend to the matter of the §300,000 
later. It had been thought that the method 
would be the issuance of bonds, but when 
at the dinner at the Standard club we were 
able to announce that $230,000 had been 
raised it was felt that the issuance of bonds 
was unlikely. While we have yet to vote on 
the proposition, it is practically certain 
that no action will be taken. The committee 
to secure additional subscriptions—pragt!- 
cally composed of members of the building 
committee—was appointed five days ago, 
and is now working.” 

Mr. Greenebaum was successful in a pre- 
vious effort for charity—that of securing the 
relief funds sent to Russia last spring.

court proceedings. 

Reverting to the Kesner building, he said 
he understood Mr. Kesner was to furnish 
the city its water supply and thought he 
should be compelled to comply with the agree- 
ment. 

“Wasn't he to receive that extra floor 
space as a bonus for his building?’ asked the 
attorney. 

** Not that I am aware of. I ¢onsidered 
his proposition fair and I consider it fair now. 
I also considered that if the city was to build 
a new city hall and to complete it within three 
years it could dispose of its remaining two 
years on the Kesner building easier than on 
an old buliding like the Sibley warehouse.”’

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KING TO REWARD DORAND. 


EDWARD VII. TO MAKE RETIRING 
BRITISH ENVOY A PEER. 


Ambassador to United States, Who Is 
to Be Succeeded by James Bryce, 
Will Be Rewarded for His Work 
in Improving the Relations Be- 
tween the Two Nations—Canadian 
Statesman May Be Appointed as an 
Assistant to the Embassy. 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—Sir Mortimer Durand, 
the retiring British ambassador at Washing- 
ton, will be elevated to the peerage by King 
Edward as a personal appreciation of his ex- 
cellent work in improving Anglo-American 
relations during his stay in the United 


“States. 


The departure from Washington of Sir 
Henry Mortimer Durand, the British ambas- 
sador, is referred to editorially this morning 
with expressions of congratulation upon his 
work, and he is credited with having effected 
a great improvement in the relations between 
the two countries. 


Canadian for Assistant? 


The question of the appointment of a Cana- 
dian to assist James Bryce, who will succeed 
Sir Henry at Washington, also is discussed. 
The belief seems to be held that, rather than 
appoint such an official permanently, it will 
be decided, when important Canadian mat- 
ters arise, to appoint a Canadian representa- 
tive particularly for the matter under con- 
sideration, who shall take part in the coun- 
clis. 

The Daily Mail describes the modus vi- 
vengi as harsh and unjust to Newfoundland, 
conceding everything to the United States 
without reciprocal concessions. It says that 
if Mr. Bryce succeeds in bringing about a 
fairer solution of this matter the whole em- 
pire will be indebted to him. The Daily Mall 
feels satisfied that Mr. Bryce will not be 
likely to sacrifice Canadian Interests. 

Says Official Good-Bys. 

Washington, D. C., Deg. 27.—Sir Mortimer 
Durand, the British ambassador, today 
called on Secretaries Root and Taft and 
bade them farewell.

CHILEAN CITY BADLY SHAKEN. 


Not a House in Arica Left Undamaged 
by Earthquake Which Visited the 
Town Wednesday Morning.

VALPARAISO, Chile, Dec. 27.—The earth- 

quake which created so great a panic in the 
city of Arica, in northern Chile, yesterday 
morning was extremely violent and lasted 
fifty-five seconds. No house in Arica was 
left without damage. The jail fell down, and 
the town hall and nearly all the public and 
private buildings were rendered uninhabita- 
ble. Many persons were injured, but no 
deaths are reported. The earthquake was 
felt with intensity in Iquique, 120 miles south, 
where clocks were stopped. The panic was 
enormous in the affected region, where the 
people thought the shock was a repetition of 
the Valparaiso disaster. 


MORE PARIS CHURCH TROUBLES

The game proceeded in an or- 
derly fashion; ‘Capt.’ Battersby played 
right guard, and had as his chief aids his 
brother, Frank, Michael McClue, Miles Mul- 
len, and Harry mpson. Capt. Burde was 
the center of -tRe other team, and relied 
largely upon Walter Griffin, William Kelly, 
Michael O'Keefe, and James Murphy. The 
boys ranged in age from 10 to 13 years. 


In Several Hard Scrimmages. 

When the sécond half was started, Capt. 
Battersby had. been in several hard scrim- 
mages, and hig stout little body had received 
hard’ usage.’ Mrs. Battersby, from her win- 
dow, called to the boys not to play so roughly. 
She was answered with a chorus of “ Yes 
ma’ams.’’ 

“ Dick" kicked off for his side. The ball 
wert into the street' And was brought back. 
Then the little fellow gathered alf his 
étrength for’ a’ Kick that would send the'pig- 
skin far into the enemy's territory. He made 
a stipreme effort, but did not join the other 
boys tn the chase after the speeding ball. 
Instead, he sank down upon the frozen 
ground. Mrs. Battersby saw her son fall. 
For a moment she thought ita prank on his 
part. 

“Get up, Dick; don’t be a baby,’’ shouted 
one of the playere. Whem he did not move 
several ran up to him, 

Dies as Carried Home. 
“I've got an awfulpain in my side;fellers,”’ 
gasped Dick. Then‘he rolled over in agony 
several times. Two of the older ones, Mullen 
and O'Keefe, picked Dick up and carried him 
across the street to his home, As they were 
taking him up the stairs he died. 

Whem Mrs. Battersby bent over Dick and 
saw he wae dead she fainted. Dr. B. F. Eddy 
said young Battersby had died of heart dis- 
ease, catsed by overexertion. -Aside from a 
few brutses, there were no other marks upon 
the body. 

The death of the boy was not known to the 
authorities until today.

ALL QUIET 


Vardaman and Troops Leave Scooba— 
Twelve Negroes in All Killed 
by Hoodlum Mob. 


Scooba, Mise., Dec. 27.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Vardaman and the troops left here tonight, 
the governor declaring the race trouble to 
be at an end. 

Careful investigation of the outbreak has 
revealed the fact that twelve negroes were 
slain and the homes of several others burned 
In every case the negroes were killed by a 
mob made up of the worst white element in 
this neighborhood. The mob started out to 
hunt down the murderers of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad conductor who was killed 
by drunken negroes during a fight on his 
train. 

During the search for Simpson the mob rode 
up to the house of Calvin Nicholson, a negro 
generally respected by the white people of 
Kemper county. In the negro’s shanty were 
seven children, two women, and one man; be- 
sides Nicholson. Without provocation sev- 
eral of the men in the mob fired into the hut. 
Deputy Sheriff Alexander attempted to pre- 
vent further firing, but Was powerless. Nich- 
olson was killed and hig body burned by set- 
ting fire to hia home. 

The killing of Nicholson is a fair sample 
of the other killings that have occurred here 
and at Wahalak. The spirit of destruction 
grew among the mob as they witnessed the 
home of Nicholson burning, and before day- 
break two other negro homes were burned. 


RICH NEGRO BACKS PRESIDENT. 


Thomas Harris of Larchmont Sustains 
Action of Roosevelt in Dis- 
missing Colored Troops. 


New York, Dec. 27.—[{Special.]}—Thomas 
Harris of Larchmont, widely known as the 
‘“‘negro ,millionaire,’’ who hag received at 
least 200 letters from colored societies 
throughout the United States asking his opin- 
ion on President Roosevelt's recent action 
dismissing three companies of colored in- 
fantry and requesting his signature to a peti- 
tion to have the dismissed soldiers reinstated, 
announced today that after reading the testi- 
mony of both sides he was compelled to stand 
by the president. 

“I was born in the south,” said Harris, 
*“‘and understand the southern negro ques- 
tion. Despite this, I believe Mr. Roosevelt 
exerelsed good judgment and did what I 
would Wave done under similar circum- 
stances. I have refused to eign the petition 
for reinstatement.’’ 

Hatris is 40 years old and conservatively 
estimated to be worth $100,000, which he made 
in the business of real estate speculation in 
aristocratic Larchmont. Twenty years ago 
he started as bell boy in the Larchmont hotel. 
Today he owns a large livery business, auto- 
mobile garage, and dozens of piecés of prop- 
erty in that exclusive manor. 


MOVE BY SCHMITZ’S LAWYERS 
TO HAVE CASE TRANSFERRED. 


Counsel for Mayor Sets Up That He 
Wants Speedy and Separate Trial 
Apart from Ruef—Necessity Cited. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 27.—A new move 
was made today by the attorneys for Mayor 
Schmitz in the indictment case. Notice was 
filed with the district attorney that they have 
moved that the presiding judge in the Su- 
perior court transfer the mayor's case from 
Judge Dunne's department to some other 
department. The motion will be argued be- 
fore Judge Graham tomorrow. The argu- 
ments Schmitz advances in an affidavit at- 
tached to this motion are that he wants a 
“speedy trial’ separate and apgrt from 
Ruef,. 

The affidavit states ‘‘ that by reason of the 
earthquake and fire of-April 19, and the re- 
sult thereof, and of the recent heavy rains, 
the city and county are In a most deplorable 
condition, and affiant, therefore, should be 
permitted to have an immediate trial, so that 
he may as mayor devote himself to alleviating 
conditions and performing the other duties-of 
his office.’’ 

The Japanese controversy and other mat- 
ters are referred to as requiring the mayor's 
attention. 

When court opened today, the mayor’s at- 
torneys filed documents demanding com- 
plete severance of all legal relations between 
Ruef and Schmitz as far as the five extortion 
indictments are concerned, but made no 
verbal argument... When this had been done 
attorney Ach again called Grand Juror 
Greenbaum to the stand, and tried in every 
way to wring from him an admission that he 
is biased, but met with no success. 

An attempt of Ach to find a conflict between 
this testimony and the testimony of Green- 
baum when the grand jury was examined 
in the Nicholas case algo failed.

Defends Ethics of Oil: 
King’s Wealth. 


MENACE TO NATION SEEN. 


Concentration of Money in Few 
Hands Declared Greatest 
Peril of Time. 


New York, Dec. 27.—The condentration of 
wealth in the hands of comparatively few 
persons was vigorously denounced and just 
as earnestly defended at the opening sessions 
today of the fifty-seventh annual meeting of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. . 

In a paper On “The Concentration of 
Wealth,’ Henry Laurens Call of Washing- 
ton, D. C., attacked the right of John D. 
Rockefeller to his fortune on the grounds 
that, he asserted, it was not the result of 
natural causes, but had been created through 
the activity of corporations, which the speak- 
er termed “ vicious.” 

During a subsequent discussion of the “ The 
Evolution of Property '’ Louis G. McPherson, 
assistant to the late Samuel Spencer as 
president of the Southern railway, took oc- 
casion to reply to Mr. Call. He declared that 
Mr. Rockefeller had had his financial strug- 
gles, and had done much good, which was 
generally lost sight of in the criticism which 
came with success. He told of Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s early attempt to secure $25,000 with 
which to construct a pipe line for oil. One 
man who refused aid met the financier when 
the pipe line had been laid. To him Mr. Rock- 
efeller said: 

“TIT bullt that pipe line to make oll cheaper, 
and I succeeded. I cut the cost more n 
half. And yet they find fault.’’ 


Combine Should Be Co-operative. 

“The corporation should yet be made co- 
operative, instead of the instrument of pri- 
vate greed,” said Call, “ The ownership of 
public utilities should be in the pubiic, as 
also the control and distribution of money. 
The corporation principle and . function 
should be extended to mines, as also to 
lands in cities and elsewhere required for 
joint use and occupancy. 

“ Moreover, in the taking charge of these 
properties by condemnation proceedings 
some restitution should be made to the 
public of these enormous and iniquitous 
accumulations of which it has been de- 
spoiled. In this complex situation mani- 
festliy the most just as well as the most 
feasible solution would be to fix some maxi- | 
mum limit as the amount which any man 
can be said to have acquired honestly, or 
which he could have acquired under just 
conditions, all above such reverting to the 
public from the holdings in the corpora- 
tions, It would conform our institutions to 
the present social codperative nature of in- 
dustrial society, and inaugurate in the most 
practical manner the one sciution of our 
present social and ind@ustrial problems— 
practical, scientifie socialism.” 


Control Industry for Masses. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 27.—That the United 
States ie passing from an age of individualism 
into one of fraternalism, in which the gov 
ernmenf will take added responsibility for 
the welfare of the people, is the contention 
of Dr. Lyman Abbott of New York, who ad- 
dresse@ the Associated Academic Principals 
in this city tonight. He took for his subject 
“ The Coming Age.”’ 

“In industrial activity,”’ Dr. Abbott f 
**we are moving from the principle of every 
man for himself toward what I call frater- 
nalism, where the common good is the main 
consideration. A man whom I know put 
$60,000 into a gold mine, and in two years, 
without doing a stroke of work or using his 
brain, took out $2,000,000. This system is not 
just, and we are going to leave it In the rear. 
When I say this I do not mean that we will 
leave,it in the rear by socialism. Socialism 
assumes that al) functions can be done by the 
government. -This may be so, but it is not 
proved. We do not want the state to own 
all the tools of production, but we do want 
the democratization of industry and the con- 
trol of industry by the people for their own 


good, 

“If a corporation was honestly adminis- 
tered it would be beneficial. The thing to do 
is not to destroy it but to make it serve the 
purpose for which it was intended. What 
we want to do is to bring the corporations 
under government control.” 


Decreasing Birthrate a Menace. 

Providence, R. I., Dec. 27.—The Keonomic 
association and the Sociological society had 
a joint sectional meeting this afternoon. The 
subject discussed was “‘ Western Civilization 
and the Birth Rate,” by Prof. Edward A. 
Ross of the University of Wisconsin. 

“A most momentous factor in shaping the 
future,” said Prof Ross, “is the downward 
tendency in the birth rate of the occidental 
peoples. In the United States in 1900 the 
proportion of children under 5 to women of 
child bearing age was only three-quarters of 
what it was in 1860. 

“The fall in the birth rate in roomy New 
South Wales suggests we may have to pen- 
sion the mother of more than three children. 
If the white races cease to multiply and 
overfiow into the backward lands the void 
will certainly be filed with the increase of 
the black, brown, and yellow peoples, and 
the human type that has so far achieved the 
most will contribute less than it ought to the 
blood of the ultimate race that is to possess 
the globe. 

“On the whole, howev er, restriction seems 
to be a salutary movement, and the undeubt- 
ed evils in its train appear to be minor. or 
transient, or self-limited, or curable.”

Big Questions Unsettled. 

To cap the climax, during the session of 
congress and ever since, two public questions 
of burning interest, each involving a race 
issue—the Japanese affair at San cisco 
and the negro affair at Brownaville—have re- 
fused to settle themselves. It became nec- 
essary to send in special mfssages on each 
subject, involving a sincuntn of reports in 
each case. There had been) great criticiam 
in congress and throughout \the country of 
the president's action, and he\was obliged to 
fortify himself with facts, hold conferences 
with cabinet officers, and prepare messages 
which would bear the test of the close stru- 
tiny of the trained lawyers in the house and 


senate. 

Truly there never was such a strenud 
time, even in the career of this, the most 
strenuous of.presidents. As a mere matter 
of physical endurance, it is more than doubt- 
ful if Cleveland or McKinley could have done 
as much physical work as President Roose- 
velt has done in the last: three months. Their 
dispositions were different, of course, and 
they took things much easier, but President 
Roosevelt actually seems to enjoy a day's 
work which would knock out most ordinary 
men, and he continues these days one after 
another, interspersing his messages with 
games of tennis, and punctuating his cabinet 
an with long horseback rides in rain 
or sleet. 


Vacation in the Rain. 


Today he and his family started out in one 
of the nasticst, most disagreeable rain 
storms seen in Washington thie year. He 
and his boys were loaded with guns and 
other paraphernalia, and the chances are ten 
to one that, rain or shine, warm or cold, he 
and Mrs. Roosevelt and the children will 
swarm over the surrounding country during 
the all too brief period of their winter vaca- 
tion. 

Tuesday morning the president will be 
ready to receive the representatives of for- 
eign nations, of the army and nayy, the Su- 
preme court. congress; and the pewple at 
large. and for ‘hour after hour he will shake 
hands and be the strongest. sturdiest man in 
the room. There are those who say that 
President Roosevelt must of necessity be 
using up his capital in the way of physical 
strength and that some day he will go out 
all of a sudden, as a balloon does when it 
bursts; but as yet there is not the slightest 
indication of such a thing. The president 
works and plays in much the same wey. He 
reads as rapidly as he writes, apparently, 
and even vacation time at Pine Knot, in Vir- 
ginia, is, after all, Mttle more than a varia- 
tion in his mode of life, because he ie not | 
the man to sit in a big arm chair in front 
of a generous Virginia fire or to He in a 
hammock reading a novel. If he goes into 
the country, even for a day, he brings back 
with him to the White house the aroma of 
the woods just as surely as hetreturned to } 
Washington with a snap shot view of the 
Panama canal which is still the wonder of 
engineers and trained observefs who had 
spent months on the isthmus. 


Little Leisure for Staff. 


Everybody in Washington knows when the 
president is not at the White house, not only 
because the flag has been pulled down dur- 
ing his absence but more particularly be- 
cause of the air of unwonted leisure which 
pervades the executive offices. There is not 
much of @ real holiday for the clerk® there, ‘ 
however, because the president generally 
manages to load up Secretary Loeb ané his 
subordinates with more than enough to keep 
them going until his return. With the New 
“Year’s reception next Tuesday the social 
wheels will begin to move officially and rap- 
idly, and from that time on until) Haster the 
president has these duties added to the ordi- 
nary cares of his office. He will be lucky 
if he gets another Sunday in the woods until 
after congress adjourns in March.

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Congressman Madden Outlines 
Bill He Will Ask Con- © 
gress to Pass. 


ROOSEVELT FAVORS PLAN ? 


President Believed to Be in Sym- 
pathy with Idea; Terms of 
Proposed Law. 


Congressman Martin’ B. Madden has held 

conferences with Levy Mayer, counsel for 
the Manufacturers’ association, while at 
home in Chicago for the holidays at which 
the finishing touches have been put on the 
bill providing for reciprocal railway demur- 
rage which Mr. Madden intends to introduce 
in congress as an amendment to the inter- 
state commerce act soon aiter the reconven- 
ing of congress. 
Mr. Madden believes President Roosevelt 
and the interstate commerce commission are 
in sympathy with the objects of his measure, 
and he will have conferences with them for 
the purpose of securing their moral if not 
their open and active support. He hopes 
President Roosevelt will indorse his bill in 
the message on the car shortage which it ts 
reported he will send to congress. He has 
letters from commercial] organizations in all 
parts of the United States stating they will 
send representatives to Washington to aid 
in securing the passage of the Dill. 


Provisions of Demurrage Bill. 
Mr. Madden yesterday for the first time 
made public the provisions of the measure in 
detail. 
common carriers to provide suitable facilities 
for handling shipments with reasonable dis- 
What is meant by reasonable dis- 
patch is shown by the requirement that when 
a shipper has asked for a less number than 
twenty-five cars it shall be the carrier's duty 
to provide them within three days, and if 
more than twenty-five cars within ten days. 
If the carrier fail to do this it shall forfeit to 
the shipper $1 per car for each day's delay, 
and shall be liable for all damages suffered 
by the shipper and for the costs of any suit 
he may have to bring to recover indemnity. 
The bill gives shippers forty-eight hours in 
which to lodd cars after delivery. If held 
longer than this demurrage at the rate of $1 
per day per car is given the carrier. If the 
shipper orders cars which he does not use the 
carrier is entitled to $1 per day per car forall 
the time they are kept out of its possession. 
Consignees of shipments are given forty- 
eight hours free time in which to unload 
goods after delivery. They must pay $1 per 
day per car thereafter unless delay in releas- 
ing shall be due to the fault of the railway, 
stress of weather or other casualty. If the 
carrier “‘ bunches”’ cars, instead of deliver- 
ing them day by day as ordered, the bill pro- 
vides that it shall not be entitled to demur- 
rage if the consignee is unable to unload 
promptly. 


Must Move Cars Without Delay. 
It is provided that it shall be the duty of 
the carrier to move loaded freight cars at 
least sixty miles every twenty-four hours, 
unless prevented by fires, wrecks, etc. If it 
shal) fail to do so it shall forfeit to the own- 
er or consignee of goods $1 per car for each 
day’s delay of carlot freight, and 1 per cent 
of the value of the goods on less than carlot 
freight. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion is directed to prescribe rules for the 
law's enforcement, and for good cause may 
modify its provisions to meet conditions. 

The movement in favor of the enactment 
of the bill is expected to be given impetus by 
a national convention of shippers in Chicago 
on Friday, Jan. 4. The plan for the conven- 
tion, which originally was called by J. E. 
Defebaugh, editor of the American Lumber- 
man, representing the lumber interests, has 
been extended in scope, until it is expected 
to receive not only representatives of the 
lumber interests from thirty states but also 
delegates from coal men’s, grain dealers’, and 
manufacturers’ organizations from all parts 
of the country. E. 8S. Ketcham, editor of the 
Black Diamond, is receiving replies from 
1,000 letters he has sent to coal dealers and 
producers in all sections, and they indicate 
that the coal men will be largely représented.

The cases grow out of the recent investiga 
tion which brought out the information that 
the Alton company had charged a higher rate 
than is allowed by the laws of the state. 

State’s Attorney Brings Suits. 

The sults were filed by State’s Attorney 
Frank L. Hatch. It is alleged that In April, 
1905, certain goods were consigned from 
East St. Louis to L. J. Zumbrook & Sons of 
this city, on which the freight amounted to 
80% cents a hundred weight. 

On the same date it is alleged that the same 
class of goods was shipped to Peoria, a longer 
distance, for 20 cents a hundred. 


Discriminate Against Springfield. 

The facts in the case were recently brought 
out at a hearing held in Chicago, and it is 
said that the Springfield Business Men’s as- 
sociation favored the suits, in order to bring 
to an end unjust discrimination in favor of 
Peoria and against Springfield. 

The penalty provided for such an offenge

“It might be found that many new things 
could be brought out against the ijpdge 
by a body having the power to subpeena 
and Swear witnesses,’ he said. ‘I will say 
that many charges, some of a serious na- 
ture reflecting on his integrity as a judge, 
have been laid before us in fragmentary 
manner. One in particular Was given us 
by a lawyer who refused to let his name be 
drawn into the affair, to appear before 
the committee, or to give us the names of 
his clients. The case was not touched upon 
in consequence, It came, he said; in the na- 
ture of a privileged communication. 


Found no Proof of Corrupt; Act. 

“ As a whole, however, everything that we 
could take up was sifted out, and the report 
embodies all these investigations. Many 
men were interviewed by Mr. Baldwin and 
myself. There was nothing tangible, how- 
ever, to show corrupt acts, and it would be 
a question whether’ anything could be de- 
duced by impeachment before a formal body.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin was not in thecity. Attorney 
Miller, when asked concerning the rumor 
of proceedings before the general assembly, 
said: 

“ They could not make out a case of cor- 
ruption there any more than they could be- 
fore the Bar association. There is nothing 
to prevent such a thing being started, but I 
do not think it will be done. The lawyers 
of the city. and the people now know that 
the Judge was indiscreet, as he admitted in 
his letter seeking the investigation, but noth- 
ing more can be shown. It is but natural 
that the judge should be the target for all 
sorts of irresponsible, unfounded rumors. 


Attorney Miller Talks of “Others.” 

“In my opinion scrutiny of the a&éts of 
marty Chicagé bankers would bring the same 
result as the inquiry into Judge Chetlain’s 
case. Take a banker’s record for a dozen 
years and pick out the instances where he 
has been overreached by shrewd, designing 
men, with resultant losses to his bank, and 
string them all together, leaving out the 
good things he has accomplished, and you 
would have a result similar to that of the 
Chetlain investigation. 

“Judge Chetlain’'s mind has been en- 
grossed by his public duties, and he has done 
a vast amount of good work which the public 
should recognize. At times, when his mind 
was thus engrossed, he has intrusted private 


affairs to men who deceived him. That isthe , 


gist of the case.’’ ' 

Judge Chetlain did. not appear more than 
usually worried when hearrived at his court- 
room. He greeted his court attachés with 
a smile, and opened court quietly after say- 
ing that he would read the report during the 
day, but would make no statement for the 
public. 

Representative Austin Explains. 

The judge Was called over the telephone 
during the evening by Representative Henry

Admit Possible Power of City. 

The merchants in their petition admit there 
is an inference that the recent Supreme court 
decision may deny to the city the power to 
license the use of the streets for handling 
goods across sidewalks when the progress 
of pedestrians is impeded.

As a rule all who receive and ship goods— 
menufacturers, warehouses, and merchants, 
wholesalers and retallers—are obliged to han- 
dle goods across the sidewalks, and all more 
or less restrict the exclusive rights of the 
passer by, and one principlé and policy should 
include all, 

“It may be said that no shipper, however 
great his need of the sidewalk, uses it with- 
out the frankest disposition to acknowledge 


York encourages our competitor’ to ignore 
the sidewalks altogether and to back hun- 
dreds of trucks clear up to their shipping 


doors.” 
Argue Age of Custom. 

The fact that the sidewalks have been 
used by the business houses ever since the 
city started in practically the same way 
as at present, is argued, and it is stated 
that “after this long permission and en- 
couragement, to uproot the usage suddenly 
would be to go back upon the previous atti- 
tude of the city toward its commercial in- 
terest.”’ 

The plan of restricting the handling of 
goods within the walls of the buildings and to 
reserve the sidewalk exclusively for the 
pedestrian is called “ wholly academic ” 
and not pessible. 

No sane person, it is argued, ever de- 
sired a clear pathway in a prosperous, 
heavy wholesale district. : 

The plan of handling heavy goods across 
the sidewalks without skids or bulkheads 
is declared impractical and expensive, and 
“* grossly inhuman. to freight handlers.’’

THE CHETLAIN q CASE. 
“Judge ‘Chetlain asked the Chicago .Bar 
association to investigate injurious ‘impu- 
tations upon his character and integrity as 
a judge. It referred the matter to a com- 
mittee, whose members report that they do 
not find the judge guilty of corruption, but 
that they do find him “ guilty of conduct 
unbecoming. a judge.” They say that he 
has been guilty of “grave infractions of 
thet conduct which is becoming a judge, 
and that he has by his reckless actions 
seriously impaired hie usefulness in that 
high office.”’ 

John 8. Miller, who represented Judge 

Chetlain before the Bar association com- 
mittee, says of its assertion that his client 
has been guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
judge that that is “a matter of individual 
opinion,” and that every person must 
judge for himself how much condemnation 
should be given a judge “ for errors in bus- 
iness: judgment.” Judge Chethain confess- 
edly was guikty of lamentable errors in 
that particular. . 
The average layman wishes to see the 
judges absorbed in judicial work. He does 
not like to have them dabbling in politics. 
[t offends his sense of propriety when any 
one of them becomes unpleasantly conspic- 
uous through his connection with promot- 
ers whose characters are not above re- 
prokch. He dislikes to see the name of a 
judge in the prospectus of some “ get rich 
quick’ company. He wants judges whose 
conduct is above suspicion, whose motives 
are never questioned, and who do not have 
to ask. for an investigation. 

A judge may fall short of this standard, 
and there may be a wide divergence of 
opinion as to whether his conduct has been 
so far “unbecoming a judge” that he 
ought to resign. If his conduct has been 
such as to impair seriously his usefulness 
he ought to resign. Laymen are not s0 
well qualified to pass on the question of 
the: impairment of judicial usefulness as 
lawyers are.. The Chicago Bar association 
can give an intelligent opinion on this 
point. Judge Chetlain asked it to investi- 
gate him and it has done 60.. If he were 
to’*ask it whether, in view of the findings 
of ite committee, he should resign, doubt- 
less it would give him an answer. 

The Bar association has not expressed 
an..opinion concerning the report of its 
committee. Perhaps it will presently feel 
impelled by a sense of duty to do so. The 
public is acquainted with what Mr. Miller 
calls the individual opinions of the mem- 
bers of the investigating committee. It 
would like to have the collective opinion 
of the great legal organization of the city 
—ah organization composed of men to 
whom the honor, dignity, and usefulness 
of the bench are specially dear. If they 
shall-say that the conduct of Judge Chet- 
lain has been such as.to impair seriously 
his usefulness as a judge, every layman 
will say that he ought to resign. 


MR. HILL SHOULD OBEY THE LAW. 

The attorney general of Minnesota has 
begun ‘suit to enjoin the Great Northern 
railroad company from issuing new stock 
to the amount of $60,000,000. He has 
done this because the board of girectors 
has voted the increase without — having 
made previous application to the state rail- 
road and warehouse commission for per- 
mission to do.so. The law requires that 
such an application shall be made in order 
that the commission may learn the pur- 
pose and decide as to the propriety of a 
new stock issue. 

President Hill disapproves of many of 
the restrictions which state and federal 
laws impose upon railroads. It is his be- 
lfef that railroads should have unlimited 
self-government. He is convinced that 
they are fully competent to manage their 
own affairs as well as those of al) with 
whom they may have anything to do. It 
seems absurd to him that he should have 
to go before a state commission to explain 
why he wishes to issue some stock and to 
ask permission to do-so. 

He ought to abate his pride and ask for 
permission, because the law requires it, 
and the law is a just one.. The corpora- 
tion at whose head he stands is the crea- 
ture of the state. But for it there would 
be no Great Northern railroad. The state 
can limit in every legitimate way the 
power of the corporation into which it has 
breathed the breath of life. When the cor- 
poration is one which performs public 
services, “it is essential that. the state 
should retain the right to regulate its con- 
duct and prevent it from abusing the 
powers which have been granted it. 

The capitalization of the Great North- 
ern {s $150,000,000. The board of direct- 
ors has voted to raise it to $210,000,000. 
The state has a right to know in advance 
the object of the increase—whether the 
$60,000,000 is to be used for extensions, 
for improvements, to cover expenditures 
which should have been provided for out 
of current ineome, or for some purpose 
which may be deemed contrary to public 
policy. The attorney general says the 
toad is paying 7 per cent dividends on the 
present volume of stock, and intends to 
continue the rate after the capitalization 
shall have been increased. Seven per cent 
on $60,000,000 will be $4,200,000. That 
sum, it is alleged, would have to be paid 
mainty by the people of Minnesota. They 

are entitled to know what, if anything, 
Poa are to be given in return for their in- 
creased contribution to the stockholders 
of the railroad. 

If the proceeds of the $60,000.000 stock 
issue were to be used in such a manner as 
to create new traffic ana add enough to 
the revenues of the road to justify the 
payment of 7. per cent dividends on that 
stock, its issue would be legitimate. If, in 
order to pay the dividends on the increased 
pea NY it should become necessary 

to advance freight rates or to refuse to 
lower rates which ought to be lowered, it 
would be a grievous wrong to the people 
of Minnesota and of other states served 
by the Great Northern to assent to the in- 
crease in capitalization. 

Most railroad men refuse to see any 
serious objections to overcapitalization. 
They say that the matter is one which will 
regulate itself. The public has reached a 
different conclusion. It sees in the over- 
capitalization of a railroad a standing 
temptation to keep up or force up rates to 
pay dividends on watered stock. What 
has been done amiss cannot be undone, but 
from this time on every state should re- 
fuse. mad ost “a railroad to issue capital

THE OMNIPRESENT SPY. 

A note of alarm comes from California, 
the North American center of shocks and 
alarms. The Japanese are taking unholy 
advantage of a friendly nation by spying 
on harbors and fortifications under cover 
of pursuing an honest and peaceful living. 
They have been caught looking at the va- 
rious fortresses and cannon in San Fran- 
cisco bay. They have been seen operat- 
ing near Monterey for the presumable 
purpose of obtaining the depth of the 
harbor, with the idea of bringing in Jap- 
avese warships. Equally vicious and rep- 
rehensible tactics are reported from tle 
vicinity of Puget sound by the watchful 
custodiane of American interests. It ig at 
once apparent to every patriot on the 
Pacific coast that, through the efforts of 
these spies, Japanese warships will event- 
ually land large armies which will devas- 
tate California, sack and pillage San 
Francisco, and overrun the far west be- 
fore crossing the Rockies and marching 
on Chicago. 

This is not the extent of the peril. 
More spies, assuming to be Japanese la- 
borers in search of a job, have been ar- 
rested in an attempt to cross the Rio 
Grande at the Mexican Worder. Five 
Japanese have been noted by the. secret 
police taking photographs and meéasure- 
ments of the fortifications at Havana. 
They argue doubtless that it is a ques- 
tion only of a short time when the United 
States avill acquire Cuba, and that Ha- 
vang will be then an important object of 
attack. Probably for the same remote bat 
convincing reason the Japanese are emi- 
grating in large numbers to the various 
South American countriés, where their ac- 
tions, though seemingly pacific, are doubt- 
less full of guile and oriental stratagem. 


To add to the general horror, there is a 


well defined rumor, based on the pres- 


ence of these spies, that the Japanese are |. 


planning a February insurrection among 
the negroes in Cuba simultaneously with 
uprisings in Hawaii and the Philippines. 
“ Great excitement obtains.” 

To the unterrified hearer of these por- 
tentoue tidings the wouder comes that the 
Japanese, usually so adroit, should have 
been so bungling as to send out so many 
spies to so many public points of observa- 
tion. They might have realized that this 
general distribution of plotters and schem- 
ers would excite the suspicion of the west- 
ern world, and give their enemies plenty 
of time to guard against Invasion and its 
ruinous consequences. Thanks to the care- 
lessness of the Japanese government and 
the vigilance of the secret police and Cali- 
fornians generally we now know the worst 
and will not be caught unprepared. It 
is true that Secretary Taft cannot be in 
California, Manila, Honolulu, along the 
Rio Grande, ‘in South America, and at 
Havana at the same moment, but in spite 
of this limitation we shall be as ready for 
the invaders as we have been vigilant 
against their spies. We can show them 
most decisively that we have detected 
their game and are in a position to check- 
mate it. Meanwhile we may send a per- 
emptory note to Japan. When people go 
spying by the thousands they should be 
rebuked—at | least for wi con ga

King Carlos, like his mother, the queen 
dowager, is exceedingly extravagant, and, 
although his wife is rich and closefisted, like 
all the members of the French house of Or- 
leans, to which she belongs, yet he himself 
has little or no private fortune. The conse- 
quence is that he is nearly always in debt, 
and recently the fact was brought to light 
that he had been drawing upon the national 
treasury for large sums in excess of his civil 
list. These payments were made to him with- 
out the authority of the legislature. Of 
course the proper way for parliament to have 
dealt with this matter would have been to 
impeach the minister of finance for allowing 
the treasury to honor the king's drafts with- 
out legislative sanction. But, in the first 
place, the opposition seems to have become 
imbued with the idea that the royal drafts 
were made without the consent, and even 
without the knowledge, of the minister, al- 
though this is difficult to believe. Then, too, 
the relations between the court and the cabi- 
net have been greatly strained for some two 
months past, and it is by no means unlikely 
that the administration has been glad of the 
opportunity to get even with the king by 
allowing the impressipn to become current 
that he had obtained midney from the national 
exchequer without its rene greys 


Not long ago the rontiwat mother made an ap- 
plication, or a demand, upon the prime 
minister not only for the settlement of a 
number of particularly pressing debts, but 
likewise for an increase of her annual al- 
lowancé from the state. The premier re- 
jectéd her request with a vigor and a spirit 
that excited her own resentmént and likewise 
that of her son, the king. She is a woman 
who has no knowledge whatsoever of the 
value of money, and is on record as having 
aquandered more on dress at Paris than all 
the other queens and empresses put together. 
During his lifetime her brother, King Hum- 
bert, whose favorite sister she was, frequent- 
ly came to her rescue and paid her debts. 
But since his death she has been getting 
deeper and deeper into the financial mire, and 
a year ago she was subjected to the public 
scandal of having all her servants go on 
strike owing to the nonpayment of their 
wages. She is extremely masterful and im- 
perious in her ways. There is nothing of the 
conciliatory about her, and on one occasion, 
when her husband,.the late king, had been 
forced by military pronunciamento to con- 
sent to the duke of Saldanha becoming pre- 
mier, she walked up to the old field marshal, 
in the midst of some ceremony at court, and 
in the hearing of all present expressed her 
bitter regret that she was only the queen 
instead of the king, and that it was there- 
fore beyond her power to have him shot, or, 
better still, hung, as a mutineer and a con- 
spirator. nt 

Charges have also been madein parliament 
that the king had used undue influence to 
secure for the Comte de Burnay, the farmer 
of the national tobacco monopoly, a renewal 
of his contract on terms most advantageous 
to himself but injurious to the state. It is 
claimed that the King was heavily in debt td 


the count and that he took this means to id. : 


himself of his liabilities.

While all these accusations of dishonesty | 
require proof before being accepted as true, 
yet the fact that they should be publicly made 
in the national legislature and should be 
circulated by the press, and consequently be- 
lieved by a large part of the population, indi- 
cates a parilous condition of affairs in Portu- 
gal. The King there is virtually without any 
party. The clergy and the peasantry, whom 
they virtually control, are altogether in favor 
of the legitimist pretender, Dom Miguel, son 
of the late ex-King Miguel, and who occu- 
pies with regard to Portugal identically the 
same position as Don Carlos does towards 
the throne of Spain. ‘The aristocracy are 
also disposed in favor of the reactionary pre- 


tender, and.during a visit of the king to Eng- - 


land about a year ago gave a remarkable 
demonstration of their sentiments by pass- 
ing by a large majority a vote through the 
houge of lords at Lisbon repealing the law 
of banishment against the pretender. As 
the lower house, the cabinet, and the regent 
refused to ratify the vote, of course it re- 
mained inoperative, but nevertheless it fur- 
nished an illustration of the feelings of‘the 
nobility... The remainder of the population, 
that is.to say, the masses of working peo- 
ple in the towns and cities, are all ardent 
socialists, with pronounced leanings to an- 
archy, while the liberal professions, that is 
to say, the lawyers, the medical men, the pro- 
fessors, and also the latter’s pupils, are re- 
publican to the core. In fact, the universl- 
ties are hotbeds of republicanism. Add to 
this the discontent that reigns in the army 
and navy, where mutinies are frequent, and 
the difficulty of collecting the imports from 
a terribly overtaxed population, the virtually 
bankrupt condition of the treasury, and the 
absence of all financial credit abroad, and 
it will be appreciated that the outlook is not 
particularly bright at Lisbon. 
~~ 

True, threatened existences last long, ac- 
cording tothe ancient and popular adage, and 
this is about the only word of comfort that 
King Carlos can find in the present situation. 
He has been so long hovering upon the brink 
of disaster to his dynasty that he may still 
hope to tide over the present crisis. Still, it 
must be admitted that things have never been 
quite so bad for him as they are just at pres- 
ent. Should matters come to the worst, and 
a revolution ensue, King Carlos would un- 
doubtedly look to England for assistance. 
For Great Britain is compelled by old stand- 
ing treaties to shield the reigning house of 
Portugal from overthrow in the event of its 
being. powerless to defend itself, and it was 
by reason of these treaties that England 
intervened with both troops and ships in 
Portugal in the early part of the nineteenth 
century. 


a 

With all that, King Carlos is far from being 
objectionable as a king. He is a warm 
hearted, generous, liberal minded, highly ac- 
complished sovereign, passionately devoted 
to all manly sports, good tempered, a bon 
vivant, and whose home life, in spite of his 
differences with his handsome French consort 
on th®subject of religious matters, has been 
singularly free from scandal. He is the vic- 
tim of circumstances rather than of his own 
shortcomings. Indéed, he may be said to have 
been handicapped from the start. Thus the 
principal royal palace at Lisbon, formerly 
a convent, bears the peculiar name of ‘‘ Das 
Necessidades,’’ which may be translated as 
“ Those in Need’ or necessity, a peculiarly 
appropriate name for the-home of a monarch 
whose crown ealyet ea have been in pawn. 


As. for his country 7 eemeel he Is probably 
the only monarch in Christendom who has 
established his favorite abode in.a prison. 
For his seaside residence at Cascaes, near the 
mouth of the Tagus, was bylit and used as a, 
penitentiary, until one day the father of the 
present king happened by mere chance to 
tumble upon it on a blazing hot summer's 
day. Struck by the delicious coolness of the 
prison and by the aspect of health of the con- 
viets, he resolved that it was altogether too 
good for them, and just what he wanted for 
himself.

The report of these experts is of great im 
portance because it will be used by the com- 
mission in support of its contention that the 
Chicago drainage cana! should not be allowed 
ts divert more than 10,000 cubic feet of lake 
water per second, 

The commission accepts the drainage canal 
as a fixed fact and has no intention of inter- 
fering -with its operation in any way, and so 
advised the sanitary experts. The report of 
the latter states that the present method 
of disposal of sewage may serve until the 
population of the drainage area of the Chi- 
cago river reaches 3,000,000. On the further 
assumption that through the Chicago river 
and the various conduits connected with its 
branches there will be a flow equal to 14,000 

ic feet per second, which is the capacity 
of the rock section of the drainage canal, 
the report suggests that the maximum popu- 
lation which might be taken care of in this 
way is about 2,400,000.

Chicago a City of 6,000,000. 
“With a large portion of 270 square miles 
draining into the Chicago river, but not yet 
bullt up, even on a suburban basis,"* the 
report continues, “it is evident that in 
future years there will be @ much greater 
population than now exists. There ig, of 
course, no way of predicting accurately 
how rapid will be the growth of Chicago m 
future years, but it is a reasonable as- 
sumption that before many years it will 
become a city of some 5,000,000 or 6,000,Q0U 
of population. When the outlying districts 
tributary to the Chicago river become built 
up so that the population exceeds the limits 
stated the installation of sewage purification 
works will become necessary." 

The instructions the commission gave to 
the sanitary experts required them to ex- 
amine into the sanitary situation at Chi- 
cago, so far as affected by sewage dis- 
posal; to give the latest conclusions of the 
sanitary engineers as to the amount of di- 
lution required to make the sewage inof- 
fensive) whether the extension of the dilhu- 
tion methog to the outlying, territory was 
the only way to preserve the lives and 
health/ of the people of Chicago; whether 
for the Calumet area there were not other 
methods of sewage disposal which could be 
applied at a cost not exceeding much, if 
at all, the cost of the method of dih- 
tion proposed, and which would be equally 
effective In preventing the pollution of the 
lake waters; to describe the various systems 
of sewage disposal available for the Calu- 
met area, with a statement of their rela- 
tive efficiencies; and a statement of the 
approximate relative cost of the last men- 
tioned so far as they could be given with- 
out preparation of detailed plans.

Conclusion of the Experts. 

The report summarizes conclusions of ex- 
perts as follows: 

“1. The examination into the sanitary sit- 
uation at Chicago, so far as it is affected by 
sewage di sal, revealed that since the re- 
moval of the sewage through the drainage 
canal the appearance the water of the 
Chicago river has shown a marked improve- 
ment. As regards the hygienic quality of the 
public water supply there has‘also been an 
improvement, due to the progressive elim- 
ination of sewage from the lake, which elim- 
ination should be completed within a few 
years. 

‘*2 The latest conclusions of sanitary en- 
gineéts as to the amount of dilution which 
is required to make sewage inoffensive are 
that a dilution of three and one-third cubic 
feet per second. for each 1,000 persgns. con- | 
nected with the sewers, as provided for in’ 
the enactment of the Illinois legislature in 


to state. We believe that with the elimina- 
tion of the objectionable trade wastes and 
the occasional dredging of the river this 
amotnt of dilution will be sufficfent to pre-. 
vent offensiveness.

Other Methods Required. 

“3. The extension of the dilution method 
to outlying territory is not the only way to 
preserve the lives and health of the people 
of Chicago. The application of this method 
with a flow of 10.000 and 14,000 cubic feet 
per. second, respectively, for the area trib- 
utary to the present drainage canal will 
serve populations not exceeding 3,000,000 and 
4,200,000 respectively. For greater popula- 
tions other methods of sewage disposal will 
be required. 

“4. For the Caiumet area, as well as other 
districts, there are several methods for dis- 
posal of sewage as effective as the present 
method of dilution in preventing pollution of 
lake waters. 

‘*S. All of these methods involve intercept- 
ing sewers and pumping stations to collect 
and deliver sewage at suitable sites. Septic 
tanks are used for partially clarifying the 
sewage, which may then be applied to any 
one of three methods of filters—viz.: Inter- 
mittent sand filters, contact filters, and 
sprinkling filters. 

“ All of these filters, {f well built and well 
managed, remove suspended and organic 
matters so that effluents are practically clear 
and are nonputrescible. Theremoval of bac- 
teria by these three types of filters averages 
at least 98, 80, and 90 per cent, respectively. 
Such effluents may be discharged directly 
into any of the watercourses of the Calu- 
met region.

INCREASE IN SIZE OF UNION. 


Leader of National Athletic Sageniees: 
tion Attends Meeting of the Cen- 
tral Section and. Tells Managers 
That More Clubs Are Needed, Not 
Only in This Division, but in Oth- 
ersa—Don’t Want Skating or Indoor 
Baseball. 


President James BP. Sullivan of the Na- 
tional A. A. U. was the guest at the meeting 
of the board of managers of the Central 
association of the organization at tle Great 
Northern last night. President Sullivan de- 
livered an address to the board urging in- 
creased activity in all departments, and ad- 
vocating the expansion of the A. A. U. 
along its present lMnes. 

Central association championships of the 
different divisions of sports under A, A. U. 
jurisdiction were awarded, and four new 
clubs were accepted as members. W. E. 
Day of Dayton and J. P. Kimmel of Terre 
Haute were appointed commissioners of or- 
ganization in Ohio and Indiana respactively. 


Asks for More Clubs. 

The feature of the meeting wae President 
Sullivan's talk, in which he set forth to the 
Central body the attitude taken by the Na- 
tional mana ent on the questions which 
are confronting the A. A. U. President Sulll- 
van said that what the organization needed 
most of all was more clubs as members. In 
the Central division, in which until yestertr 
day. there were only twenty-six clubs en- 
rolled, the union leader declared there 
shoukd be a membership of 1000or more. This 
condition exists not only in this section, how- 
ever, he deciared, but in other associations. 
He \asked the local administration to go 
hard after the small clubs of few members 
to be found in the territory. Mr. Sullivan 
also is extremely favorable to the affiliation 
of grammar and high school athletics with 
the major body, his idea being that if the 
young athletes grow up under the A. A. U, 
régime they will support the organization 
when adult sportsmen. 

Skating and indoor baseball he wished to 
keep the union clear of, favoring separate 
national organization of these two depart- 
ments of sport. Simply to keep a close 
watch on the movements of other athletes 
who play these games is all he desired the 
division registration committees todo. Im- 
mediate steps will be taken to carry out Mr. 
Sullivan’s ideas in the Central section. KI 
is to help in the organization and enrollment 
of clubs that commissioners were appointed 
for Iowa and Indiana, the two states moat 
dormant in athletics. 

Championships Awarded, 

The regular business of the meeting con- 
sisted chiefly of the awarding of the Central 
championships and the consideration of the 
applicants for membership. The new mem- 
bers as accepted are: Western Springs Ath- 
letic association; Company C Athletic asso- 
ciation, Muscatine, Ia.; Seventh Regiment 
Athletic club; and the department of gym- 
nastics and athletics of fhe south park com- 
missioners, Chicago. The last. named or- 
ganization includes al} the playground man- 
agements of the local parks. 

The ewimming championships were award- 
ed to the Chicago Athletic club to be held 
some time during April. -Mr. Brown last 
night said he could not yet Getermine the 
exact dates on which the meeting will be 
held. The Michigan avenue club has dual 
aquatic meets with two eastern universities 
during the spring vacation season of April, 
and the dates must be relative to these. jin 
addition to the standard championships 
there will be championship races at distances 
of forty, sixty, and eighty yards. 

Evanston Gets Basketball Games. 

The basketball championships of the di- 
vision will be held at the Evanston Y. M. C. 
A. March 21, 22, and 28. The contests will be 
decided as last year, the teams entered draw- 
ing for games, and working down on the sec- 
ond night to semi-finals. The finals for first 
and second places, and for third and fourth 
will be decided in’ the games of March 23. 
The basketball committee decided that the 
championships of Iowa in this sport.should 
be held at Muscatine on March 13, 14, and 15. 

The Seventh Regiment club applied for the 
indoor track championships, but no decision 
was reached in the matter. A committee of 
four men, consisting of Chairman Affieck, 


C. Brown of the C. A. A., and A. B. Dale of 
Evanston Y. M. C, A., was appointed to 
decide the matter. The Seventh Regiment 
probably will get the meet, the idea being to 
allow other clubs time to make bids. As yet 
the new member is the only one which has 
asked the privilege of holding the games.

Dr. Raycroft Announces Chicago Uni- 
versity Will Hold Third Annual In- 
vitation Event for Boys. 


Dr. J. E. Raycroft, actigg athletic director at 
the Midway, announced yesterday that the Uni- 
versity of Chicago would hold a third annua! in- 
vitation meet this winter for the high schoo] ath- 
letes of Cook county, to determine the indoor 
championship. The series of meets will number 
five and will include three preliminaries, a semi- 
final, and ae final. 

March has been set down ag the month tn which 
the meets will be held.

SHOWS DRAINAGE BOARD WORK. 


President McCormick Reports on Last 
Year in Sanitary District—Scores 
Political “Feeding Troughs.”’ 


President R. R. McCormick of the drainage 
board, in his report for the year, calls atten- 
tion to the work of the trustees in rearranging 
the basis of operations. 

He says the inefficiency of the force found 
by them has demonstrated how uselese it is 
to conduct public office without a view to the 
public good. He says that the public good 
cannot be cared for when funds must be de- 
posited in a particular bank; when the print- 
ing must be done by a certain firm, and when 
the police force is in fact the “ feeding 
trough "’ for political henchmen. 

It ie shown that the board has sold $500,000 
worth of bonds by popular subscription as 
against the attempt of the city to accomplish 
alike venture with the result that but $91,000 
was subscribed for. 

It is shown that greatly increased prices 
have been obtained from the sale of stone. 
The sale was effected after debate by the 
board and the purchasers. 

‘In brief,”’ says the report, “ the board has 
done in six months that which previous 
boards have been unable to accomplish in as 
many years. Under the terms of this con- 
tract, the taxpayers of the sanitary district 
of Chicago will receive at least $252,000 in the 
first ten years and an average of $52,500 a 
year, while, if present expectations are ful- 
filled, the receipts will be over twice that 
amount.’’ 


D. R. FORGAN TO GET A BONUS. 


Stockholders in New Bank Will Give 
Him $150,000 Because of Sacri- 
fice of Salary He Makes. 


It is understood that D. R. Forgan, hither- 
to vie® president of the First National] bank, 
“who has undertaken the organization of a 
new bank, will ask stockholders to buy the 
shares at 130. They will, however, be asked 
to contribute $10 a share of this amount as 
a bonus to Mr. Forgan. 

This will give Mr. Forgan $150,000 value, 
since the amount of capital under considera- 
tion is $1,500,000. 

It ig understood the capital has been fully 
subscribed. 

It ts the opinion of Mr. Fotgan that the 
bonus is due, since the new bank which he 
proposes to organize will, not bea 
the salary which he is receiving Wow pas ed 
bonus will be an offset for the decre sal- 
ary. It is understood his new salary will be 
about half what he has been receiving.

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Short Covering a ttaledatinds Influ- 
ence in Wheat, Offerings of Which 
Were Scanty-—Big Decrease in 
World’s Available—Active Trade in 
Strong Oats Market—Corn Steady 
and Quiet—Provisions Rally After 
a Setback. 


, Although fluctuating within narrow limits, 
| with the general volume of trading only mod- 

erate, everything on the grain list displayed 
a sounder tone the greater part of yesterday's 
session. Shorts at times covered freely tn 
wheat, but it was the scantiness of offerings 
more than anything else that worked for the 
better conditions, Sentiment appeared to be 
improved, the feeling being a little stronger 
that a better speculative situation should de- 
velop after the first of the new year. 

Oats were relatively the most active grain 
on the list, the support coming from strong 
ineress, whose buying served to stir up 
considerable uneasiness among the shorts. 
Corn trailed along after the other markets, 
business being narrow and uninteresting 
throughout. Following a sharp break early, 
provisions rallied sufficiently to lift values 
to material advances over the final quotations 
of the previous session.

Ww. a Dec 24. 
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Liverpool Is Relatively Firm. 

Wheat closed %c higher for the current 
month, 4%@%c better for the May, and 4c 
firmer for the July. Principal stimulating in- 
fluences were the relative firmness of Liver- 
pool in the face of the lower trend in Ameri- 
can values since the English market closed 
shop, comparatively smaller receipts at Du- 
luth and Minneapolis—6519 cars, against 5098 
cars the corresponding day last year—a 
tighter situation in the current month deliv- 
ery, more encouraging flour demand talk 
from Minneapolis, the surprisingly large de- 
crease in the world’s available supplies of the 
cereal, and the estimated exports of only 
.400,000 bu from the Argentine for the week, 
compared to actual shipments of 1,200,000 bu 
last week, and 976,000 bu the.corresponding 
period in 1905. A cable from Buenos Ayres 
was that the wheat was yielding better than 
expected, but that the weather was too cold 
for corn In the Buenos Ayres province. Bulls 
took some encouragement from the state- 
ment that the week’s output of flour at Min- 
neapolis showed 15,000 bris over that of the 
preceding week, and 50,000 bris larger than 
that of the similar week last year. One re- 
port was to the effect that Russia had bought 
freely of flour on this side of the water, but it 
was not given full credence. Northwestern 
millers reported that inventories now being 
taken in important sections show light stocks 
of the breadstuff in the hands of distributers 
all over the country. 

Big Decrease in Available Shown. 

The Price Current declared the condition 
of the growing winter wheat to be satisfac- 
tory. Bradstreet’s started more activity 
among shorts by showing @ loss of 3,517,000 
bu in the world’s available supply, compared 
to a decrease of only .711,000 bu the corre- 
sponding period in 1905. The day's seaboard 
clearances, wheat and flour, were the equiva- 
lent of 366,000 bu. Local receipts of wheat 
were 119 cars, under the estimate, arrivals 
at primary points—038,000 bu--being 108,000 
bu in excess of those of a yearago. It — 
apparent from the start that the market h 
been oversold In recent seseions and that a 
leading local speculator had quietly absorbed 
much more grain in the last few days than 
he had been credited with taking. Final 
prices for wheat were 74%c for the December, 
78\4c for the May, and 77%c for the July. 


Soft Weather Helps Corn Mart. 


Aside from the firmness in wheat and oats, 
‘factors which worked for the sounder tone 
in corn, were soft weather in important sec- 
tions of the belt, calculated to make the 
movement from farms more difficult; con- 
tinued dearth of cars for immediate service, 
and the ynexpectedly light local arrivals—545. 
‘cars; of which only 17 graded contract, 
against an estimate of 625 cars. eliable 
‘Men reported aéceptances of bids In IiMnois 
considerably lighter, and shippers were said 
to be asking extensions of their December 
shipping contracts, holding that cars were in- 
sufficient to get the grain to market on time. 

Liverpool opened unchanged, but ¢ased off 
a shade as the session progressed. The Ar- 
gentine shipments for the week were esti- 
mated at 1,200,000 bu, compared to actual ex- 
ports of 756,000 bu last year. Corn at the 
sample tables was steady to \c lower, the 
demand from the east being reported a little 
improved. Seaboard clearances were 120,000 
bu, compared to 837,000 bu the similar day 
last year. Chicago shipped 261,000 bu. New 
York reported easier cash markets. Final 
pit prices showed unchanged for the current 
month, and \c for the May and the July. 


More Active Trade in Oats. 


Generous covering by shorts in the oats 
market was prompted by the Price Current’s 
declaration that this year’s total yield of the 
grain falls 100,000,000 bu under the 1905 out- 
turn, the bearish figures of the government 
to the contrary. Aside from this influence 
the buying for @ large professional specu- 
lator on a bie scale served to arouse the 
shorts to activity on the buying side. Com- 
mission houses had liberal buying orders to 
execute on the weak spots. Offerings at no 
time were pressing. 

Loca! receipts were 185 cars, the estimate, 
shipments from this city aggregating 321,- 
000 bu. Values at the sample tables wére 
about steady, with the shipping demand re- 
ported slightly better. Final pit prices 
showed gains of %c for the current month 
and May and %@%c for the July. Brad- 
street’s statement showed a decrease of 386, - 
000 bu in the world’s available supply of the 
grain, against a loss of 579,000 bu last year. 
Seaboard clearances were 26,000 bu. While 
farmers were said to be disposed to sell mod- 
erately at prevailing prices, the scarcity of 
railway equipment is expected to hold ine 
movement down. 

Provision Rally Follows a Dip. 

Profit taking by the scattered longs and 
considerable pressure from one of the big 
packers caused a setback in provision values 
early, but the softer spots found good sup- 
port, and it was not long before the whole 
list was put to a substantialadvance. Final 
prices showed gains of 17%c for pork, 10@- 
17%c for lard, and 10@15c for ribs. The mar- 
ket for stock on the hoof at the yards was 
lower, having considerable to do toward 
eausing the early weakness in the pit. For 
the first time in many. weeks the week's 
western packing showed larger than that of 
the similar time last year—G20,000, against 
605,000. The showing since Nov. 1, how- 
ever, was considerably lighter than that-of 
the similar time last year. The day's run 
o” swine at the western packing points was 
77,300, against 93,800 a yearago. Shipments 
of meats and lard hence were larger than 
those of the like day last year. Chicago's 
estimated hog receipts for today are 28,000. 
According to Schwabacker’s statemem, the 
iccal provision stocks here are 10,500 bris of 
old pork, and 18,000 bris of the new, 17,500 
tes of old and new lard, and 4,000,000 Ibs 
of ribs.
